Health  Visitors. 

Child  Life  Protection  Reports  received  from  the  Visitors 
continue  satisfactory  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  action. 

Arrangements  for  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  Cases  Dental 
and  Orthopaedic  cases  are  sent  for  treatment  to  the  County 
Hospital,  Dartford,  under  an  arrangement  with  the  Kent  County 
Council. 

Appointments  are  made  for  pre-school  children  to  attend 
various  Ophthalmic  Clinics,  arrangements  being  made  with  the 
Kent  County  Council. 


SAi^ITARY  CIRCUi'4STANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  No  large  extensions  of  mains  were  carried  out 
during  tne  year.  The  private  supply  at  Lullingstone  was  affected 
early  in  the  year  when  the  pump  house  was  burnt  out  and  the 
pumping  plant  broke  down.  Since  repairs  were  completed,  however, 
the  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

Main  water  supplies  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  the 
Mid  Kent  Water  Company,  Samples  are  taken  quarterly  from  these 
mains  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory.  These  waters  are 
reported  to  be  baoteriologically  an  excellent  water  and  well  fitted 
for  a public  supply.  Quality  and  quantity  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams  Inspections  were  made  through  the 
Darenth  Valley  and  no  cause  for  action  found. 

Closet  Accommodation  During  the  year  1 cesspool  was 
abolished,  2 repaired  and  9 p^^ivy  pits  abolished  and  cesspool 
drainage  and  water  closets  installed.

4*  All  the  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

5.  Follow-up  visits  are  made  and  instructions  given  to  tenants 
regarding  home  management  to  prevent  re-infestation.

TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  Maternity  Home  from  Franks  Hall  to 
"Hiseley,"  the  Scabies  Cleansing  Station  was  consequently 
transferred  from  "Rlsoley”  to  Avenue  House,  South  Darenth. 

On  May  4‘th  1943  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  an  Order  to  be  made  under  Sub-Section  1 of  Section  147 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I936,  making  Scabies  a Notifiable  Disease 
Vfithin  the  Rural  District.  The  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the 
Order  >h4di was  enforced  as  from  June  1st  1943*  Medical  Practitioners 
practising  in  the  District  were  accordingly  notified. 

During  the  year  592  persons  were  treated  for  Scabies  at 
the  Cleansing  Station.  Two  treatments  each  are  normally  given, 
using  ‘'Proscabin. " Personal  clothes,  bedding,  blankets,  etc.,  are 
stoved  and  follow-up  visits  made  to  patients.  Every  person  in  an 
infected  house  is  taken  to  the  Cleansing  Station  for  treatment.
